To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Hambledon  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1965,  prepared 
in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/66. 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  to  which 
I refer  below  the  health  of  the  District  has  remained  very  good. 
This  has  been  the  normal  pattern  for  the  District  in  recent  years, 
and  indeed  for  the  country  as  a whole.  Improved  forms  of  medical 
treatment,  and  the  development  of  efficient  prophylactics  conferring 
a high  degree  of  immunity  have  caused  considerable  changes  in  the 
periodic  visitations  of  infectious  disease  to  which  the  community 
had  become  accustomed  in  earlier  times.  Although  one  must  yet 
again  repeat  the  advice  that  this  state  of  affairs  will  only  continue 
for  as  long  as  parents  take  full  advantage  of  the  various  forms  of 
immunisation  available  to  their  children,  and  ensure  that  primary 
immunisations  are  boosted  at  the  recommended  intervals,  one  is 
entitled  to  question  whether  the  present  list  of  diseases  notifiable 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  is  entirely  appropriate  in  present 
day  circumstances.  One  could  cite  the  anomalous  example  of 
scarlet  fever,  which  is  notifiable,  with  that  of  a streptococcal  sore 
throat,  which  is  not,  but  is  a different  manifestation  due  to  the 
same  organism,  which  in  any  case  responds  readily  to  a wide  range 
of  antibiotics.  On  the  other  hand  diseases  which  are  undoubtedly 
infectious,  prevalent,  and  for  which  no  specific  treatments  exist, 
have  not  been  made  notifiable. 

An  example  of  this  occurred  in  the  Rural  District  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year.  At  the  beginning  of  September  I was 
informed  that  six  cases  of  virus  hepatitis  had  occurred  on  the  same 
day  in  residential  accommodation  provided  by  the  County  Welfare 
Department.  It  is  fortunate  that  the  initial  cases  did  appear  where 
they  did,  since  as  the  disease  is  not  notifiable  it  is  unlikely  that  I 
would  otherwise  have  heard  so  soon  of  the  outbreak,  if  at  all. 
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As  a result  I was  able  to  circularise  the  general  practitioners 
requesting  that  I be  informed  of  cases,  and  thanks  to  their  co- 
operation  I was  informed  of  thirty  three  cases  in  all,  including 
one  death,  between  1st  September  and  14th  December.  Clinical 
features  of  the  outbreak  included  a high  degree  of  infectivity  so 
that  several  members  of  the  same  families  contracted  the  disease, 
both  children  and  adults  were  affected,  more  seriously  in  the  case 
of  the  older  adults,  and  the  fact  that  it  proved  possible  to  trace 
contact  between  all  the  cases,  with  one  exception,  indicated  an 
incubation  period  of  between  25 — 28  days.  A high  proportion 
of  the  family  contacts  of  cases  of  the  disease  proved  to  be  food 
handlers,  and  mindful  of  the  mode  of  spread  of  the  infection  I 
was  anxious  to  persuade  them  to  discontinue  their  normal  occu- 
pations for  a period.  Since  the  disease  is  not  notifiable  it  did  not 
prove  possible  to  make  use  of  the  provisions  of  Section  41,  Public 
Health  Act,  1961,  to  compensate  them  for  loss  of  earnings,  and 
difficulties  were  experienced  as  a result. 

Your  Council  agreed  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
Minister  of  Health  be  approached  with  a view  to  obtaining  his 
consent  to  local  notification  of  the  disease,  and  an  Order  has  now 
been  made  which  will  operate  for  a period  of  three  years  from  9th 
May,  1966.  Representations  were  also  made  at  the  same  time  to 
the  Rural  District  Councils  Association  requesting  a review  of  the 
wider  problems  of  notification  of  infectious  disease  as  a whole. 

I referred  in  last  year’s  Report  to  the  fact  that  staffing 
problems  had  caused  me  some  concern,  and  I am  happy  to  record 
that  a considerable  improvement  occurred  in  this  respect  during 
1965.  We  are  now  in  a much  stronger  position  with  regard  to 
both  the  professional  and  clerical  staffs,  and  I should  like  to  express 
my  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation 
at  all  times.  In  May,  my  Deputy,  Dr.  Ian  Morton,  left  to  take  up 
the  appointment  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  Alton  Rural  and 
Alton  Urban  District  Councils,  and  in  wishing  him  every  success 
in  his  post,  I would  wish  to  extend  a warm  welcome  to  Dr.  Pamela 
Fox-Russell,  who  succeeded  Dr.  Morton  in  July.

I am  indebted  to  the  Misses  Slayter  for  the  details  of  the  work 
of  the  First  Aid  Service  at  Frensham  Ponds  given  above.  The 
members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  man  the  unit  voluntarily 
during  the  months  when  the  public  visit  the  Pond  in  large  numbers. 
They  perform  a most  useful  service,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to 
them. 

New  sanitary  conveniences  were  constructed  at  the  Great 
Pond.  There  are  nine  compartments  for  ladies  and  a changing 
room  and  two  compartments  and  a urinal  for  men. 

As  there  is  no  sewer  available  water  borne  sewage  is  not  pos- 
sible and  elsans  with  underground  containers  were  installed. 

After  some  initial  difficulties,  due  to  lack  of  ventilation  they 
are  proving  to  be  more  satisfactory.

WATER  SUPPLIES  1965 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES 

Regular  analysis  of  various  supplies  of  water  to  the  Rural 
District  have  been  carried  out  and  are  generally  satisfactory.  69 
samples  were  taken  in  1965. 

With  the  introduction  of  the  Netley  Scheme  which  supplied 
water  in  the  Cranleigh  and  Wonersh  areas,  there  has  been  no 
complaints  of  shortages  during  the  year. 

Regular  samples  are  taken  from  the  private  supplies,  which, 
on  the  whole  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  source  of  the  Furnace  Place  supply  was  thoroughly  cleaned 
out  and  sterilized  to  improve  the  water.  After  treatment  it  was 
found  to  be  of  a wholesome  standard. 

Details  of  supplies  in  the  area  are  shown  on  the  adjoining  table. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  although  many  lakes  and 
streams  are  used  for  bathing  in  the  area.  Occasional  samples  of 
water  are  taken.  During  the  year  some  evidence  of  pollution  in 
the  feeder  stream  to  Frensham  Pond,  the  cause  of  which  was 
eventually  discovered  and  eradicated. 


MAIN  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Palmer,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  for  the  following  notes  on  the  progress  of  main  drainage 
schemes : — 

Cranleigh.  The  new  sewage  disposal  works  will  be  com- 
missioned and  operating  by  the  end  of  1966. 

New  trunk  sewers  supplementing  the  existing  drainage  facilities 
and  catering  for  new  development  areas  in  Cranleigh  will  be 
operating  coincident  with  the  new  sewage  works. 

Sewers  provided  in  Wanborough  Lane  are  now  in  use. 

Dunsfold  and  Hascombe.  All  sewers  and  pumping  stations 
throughout  these  two  villages  will  be  in  use  coincident  with  the 
new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Cranleigh  to  which  the  flow  is  dis- 
charged for  treatment. 
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Hambledon  (Hydestile)  and  Busbridge  (New  Road).  Sewers 
to  drain  this  area  will  be  in  use  by  the  Autumn  1966. 

General.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  following  schemes  will  be 
placed  to  contract  in  1967  : — 

Sewers  and  Pumping  Stations  to  drain  Ellens  Green  and  Cox 
Green.

SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

In  spite  of  considerable  increases  in  quantity  of  refuse  collected 
the  refuse  tips  are  carefully  maintained.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  the  authorised  officer  for 
the  purpose  of  this  Act.

Twenty-one 
samples  were  examined  in  1965  and  twenty  samples  were  pro- 
visional grade  I and  one  sample  was  provisional  grade  III.  (Later 
samples  showed  correction  to  grade  I)  all  samples  were  free  of 
faecal  coli.

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Incidence  of  Cesspool  Emptying  1965 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  properties  on  cesspool  drainage, 
together  with  frequency  of  emptying  for  each  parish  during  the 
calendar  year,  1965. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Refuse  Collection 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  fortnightly  in  all 
parishes  in  the  district.  Collection  of  trade  refuse  is  undertaken 
fortnightly,  where  required,  upon  payment  of  ninpence  per  bin. 

Seven  refuse  vehicles  are  used  for  this  purpose.  One  is  a 35 
cubic  yard  continuous-loading  diesel  vehicle.  Five  are  20  cubic 
yard  rear-loading  diesel  vehicles,  and  the  other,  a petrol  driven  10 
cubic  yard  side-loader. 

During  the  year  new  schedules  were  introduced  to  provide  a 
collection  each  eight  working  days  with  six  vehicles  without  success, 
and  great  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  Winter  months  due 
to  sickness  and  shortage  of  staff  in  maintaining  a regular  fortnightly 
collection.  Further  studies  are  being  made  to  find  ways  of  col- 
lecting the  ever  increasing  amount  of  refuse  with  possibly  less  staff. 

Litter  continues  to  be  a problem  and  more  and  more  requests 
are  being  received  for  the  provision  of  litter-bins.  These  are  pro- 
vided in  suitable  places  throughout  the  district. 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  special  collection  of  accumu- 
lations of  refuse.  These  are  undertaken,  upon  payment  by  the 
householder.  It  is  not  always  possible  to  provide  adequate  service 
promptly.  Dumps  of  refuse  on  Commons  and  verges  are  taken 
up  as  quickly  as  possible. 

A scheme  for  the  collection  of  abandoned,  or  unwanted  cars 
has  been  introduced  and  there  is,  at  present,  a market  for  the  sale 
of  the  metal. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  Shortage  of  good 
tips  necessitates  long  runs  for  disposal. 

CLEANSING  OF  PAIL  CLOSETS 

The  Council  undertakes  cleansing  of  pail  closets  throughout 
the  district,  although  some  do  not  take  advantage  of  this  service. 
The  work  is  carried  out  by  two  cesspool  emptiers  fitted  with  night 
soil  equipment.  There  is  a steady  decline  in  the  number  of  pro- 
perties with  pail  closets  due  to  connection  to  sewers  or  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Improvement  Grants  where  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  are 
provided. 

CLEANSING  OF  CESSPOOLS 

Cesspools  are  emptied  free  of  charge,  if  required,  once  in  every 
quarter,  except  in  the  parishes  of  Alfold,  Dockenfield  and  Dunsfold 
where  it  is  six  emptyings  per  year. 

Six  800  gallon  emptiers  and  one  1,500  gallon  emptier  are  used 
for  this  work. 

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  continues  to  be  a problem. 
Discharge  at  Cranleigh  sewage  works  is  satisfactory,  but  there  are 
no  other  works  of  sufficient  capacity  to  receive  any  large  quantity. 
It  is  difficult  to  find  suitable  land  for  the  purpose  but  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  one  farmer  to  accept  cesspool  contents  at  a 
cost  of  2/-  per  load. 

The  larger  capacity  vehicle  introduced  this  year  has  been  a 
success  and  a further  vehicle  of  similar  capacity  is  on  order.
